At the commencement of one of 
Miss Goward's songs, Mr. Bartley came forward to apologise to the 
audience, stating that Miss Goward had been very ill since the first re- 
presentation of the Opera, and claimed their indulgence. The rest 
of the performers did full justice to their respective characters, and 
too much praise cannot be given to the perfect harmony and precision of 
the orchestia, or the effective manner in which the chorusses are got 
up; we have no doubt but that Zhe Freebooters will prove equally 
advantageous to this Theatre, with the other Operas, it has pro- 
duced with so much credit to itself, and advantage to the public taste. 
The Serjeant’s Wife concluded, before one of the most crowded audi- 
ences we ever beheld at this Theatre.
